THE GALWAY CONTHACT, 
SECOND REPORT OF THE COMMITTER. 
The Select Committee appointed to inquire into the 
manner in which contracts extending over periods of 


years have from time to time been formed or modified 
by her Majesty's Government with various steampacket 
companies for the conveyance of maila by sea; and 
likewise into any agreements or other arrangements 


which have been adopted at the public charge, actual or 


prospective, for the purposes of tel phic communi- 
cations beyond sea, and to report their opinion thereon 
to the House ; together with any recommendations as to 
rules to be observed hereafter by the Government in 


making contracts for services which have not yet been 


sanctioned by Parliament, or which extend over a series 
of years, have made further progress in the matters to 
them referred, and have agreed to the following second 


report :— 

Since their first report was presented to the House, 
your Committee have been compelled to resume their 
inquiries into the matter of the Galway subsidy, 


in consequence of a dodumeht having been transmitted 
to the chairman, purporting to be a copy of an agree- 
ment for the payment of a large sum of money for pro- 


curing that subsidy, in the event of its being obtained 


The result of these inquiries your committee now lay 
betore the House. 
It appears that in the month of March preceding the 
sailing from Galway (19th June, 1858) of the Indian 
Empire, the first vessel of the Lever line of packets, 
Mr. Lever became acquainted with Mr George O'Malley 
[rwin, member of the Irish bar, who was a native of th: 
county Galway. Mr. Irwin professed great interest in 
the success of Mr, Levet’s 2—— and on the 19th 
May, 1858, Mr. Lever addressed to him a letter, in 
which, after offering to make him a present of £500 on 
obtainiag a specified subsidy from the Government and 
the Midland Great Western Railway of Ireland, for the 
trial trip of the Indian Empire, he adds, I aleo wish 
to say, that if you obtain me a subsidy of £150,000 per 
annum, for the conveyance of the United States mails to 
and from thiscountry, I will present you with a sum ol 
£10,000 in addition. 

The undertaking was subsequently reduced into the 


‘form of a regular agreement, to w Mr. Thomas 


Knox Holmes, member of a firm carrying on business 
as parliamentary agents, in Westminster, was admitted 
as a party jointly with Mr. Irwin. 

The nal of that deed, executed on the 2nd June, 
1858, was produced tothe committee. By this deed, 
which is printed in the evidence, Messrs. Irwin and 
Holmes. on the one undertake to use their bes 
efforts, and to exert all their influence with their friends 
and others, in order to procure a subsidy from the Go 
vernment, or from any persons having the power to ob 
tain or grant such subsidy from the CGovern- 
ment in favour of the said John Orrell Lever, 
in the matter of his projected undertaking for estab- 
lishing steamboat communication between Galway 
and America; and in the event of such sub- 
sidy being obtained, the said John Orrell Lever on 
the other hand undertakes to pay to them, the said 
George O'Malley Irwin and Thomas Nuox Holmes, at 
the time the same is obtained, the following sum or sams 
of money; namely, £10,000 if the subsidy were 
£172,840 (the amount anticipated, on the same footing 
with the Cunard — 4 mm — on 
on), or a corres ate sum if the gu 
sidy were less or more than thatamount. The sum was 
to be payable on the joint receipt of Messrs. Irwin and 
Holmes, and the agreement was to be binding on Mr. 
Lever, though he should at any time “ part with, or 
wsign his interest iu-the undertaking to a company or 
otherwise. ; 

A corres agreement as to the subsidy for the 
trial trip of the Indian Empire was executed at the 
same time. 

Some time after the Gal way contract had been granted, 
at a yearly subsidy of 478,000 for a fortnightly service, 
Mr. Lever not having made any payment to Messrs. 
Irwin and Holmes, a suit was instituted against him 
(or payment of £5,360, as the sum proportioned to that 
subsidy, due under the agreements. This action, though 
originally raised on the sole instructions of Mr, Irwin, 
was afterwards authorised by Mr. Holmes. 

In defence, Mr. Lever put in a plea of fraud, to the 
effect that he had been induced to enter into the agree- 
ment by false and fraudulent representations on the 
part of the plaintifls ; and under an order of the judge 
astatement of “particulars of fraud” was lodged 
sett ing forth in detail that Messrs. Irwin and Holmes 
had falsely and fraudently represented themselves to 
have t influence with members of the Government, 
and other persons, which would be of service in pro- 
curing the contract; on the faith of which representa- 
tions he had undertaken to pay the money stipulated 
or in the agreement.
